had been a lot of m aterial put in the 
ground which had never realized one 
cent of returns, right of way secured 
and pipe laid that had never been 
used- 
His statem ent th at of all the 
plants he had helped to build in var 
ioiis states, he knew of none where 
the w ater cost so much to get to the 
consumer as in Salem. 
Following this, G. M. Fink advanced
